Jet crash kills 155 


SANTA CRUZ DE TENERIFE, 


Canary Islands (AP) — A holiday for 
European tourists ended in disaster 
Sunday when their homeward-bound 
jetliner crashed moments after take off, 
killing all 155 persons aboard. Most of 
the dead were Germans. 


Witnesses said the Convair 990A, 


owned by the Spanish charter airline 
Spantax, got only 300 feet off the run- 
way before one of its four engines burst 
into flames and the plane crashed on 
this Atlantic island off North Africa. 


Spantax officials said there was no 


reason to suspect sabotage, but the 
airline said it was investigating 


The dead included 143 West Germans 


on a trip organized by a bus owners' 
association in Bavaria, three Austrians, 
two Italians and seven Spanish crew 
members. 


It was Spanish aviation's worst 


disaster, the fourth v/orst crash in 
aviation history and the seventh this 
year in which more than 100 persons 
died. The worst crash in aviation history 
occurred in October outside Moscow 
when 176 persons were killed in the 
crash of a Soviet jetliner. 


The Germans had arrived at Santa 


Cruz Saturday on a Greek cruise ship 
after a South Atlantic cruise. 


The only victim of the crash found 


alive was a young woman who kept 
repeating: "Save me, save me." Police 
said she died within minutes of reaching 
a hospital. 


About half of the bodies had been 


recovered by nightfall, and workers 
continued to look for the others in the 
wreckage. 


Officials said the victims were badly 


burned and mutiliated. 


A German team of 20 government 


officials, including five fingerprint ex- 
perts, flew into Santa Cruz late Sunday 
to help with the identification of bodies 
and the investigation of the crash. 


PARIS (AP) — Henry A. Kissinger 


met twice today with top North Viet- 
namese negotiators as they sought a 
final agreement to end the Vietnam war. 


After a restricted morning session in 


a villa near North Vietnamese 
headquarters in the southern suburb of 
Choisy le Roi, a larger afternoon meet- 
ing was held in the village of Sainte 
Gemme to the west of Paris. 


The morning session lasted 2'/z hours. 


The afternoon talks started at 4 p.m. The 
Florida White House announced that 
the conversations will continue Tues- 
day. 


Kissinger and his deputy, Maj. Gen. 


Alexander M. Haig Jr., were at the 
morning meeting, along with Le Due 
Tho, a member of the Hanoi Politburo, 
and Xuan Thuy, chief of the North 
Vietnamese delegation to the Paris 
peace talks. Experts were called in for 
the bigger afternoon meeting. 


As his car pulled up to the villa at 


Choisy Le Roi for the morning session 
Kissinger said with a grin for reporters 
and photographers: "I thought this was 
supposed to be a secret rendezvous." 


The house had been used during the 


previous meetings. 


President Nixon's top foreign affairs 


adviser arrived Sunday night from 
Washington. He gave no indication of 
what he would propose to Tho, the 
Hanoi Politburo member Kissinger has 
been meeting with secretly during the 
past year.

Astronauts Eugene A. Cernan, 


Ronald E. Evans and Harrison N. 
Schmitt, sleeping later each day to 
adjust for an afternoon wakeup for the 
9:53 p.m. EST launch, were to run 
through procedures for an emergency 
abort on the launch pad today. 


Later in the day, Cernan and Schmitt 


were to rehearse in a mock lunar lander, 
while Evans worked in a command- 
module simulator and on orbital 
geology. 


Cernan and Schmitt will land the 


craft named Challenger on the moon 
next Monday. Evans will remain aboard 
the command craft, America, conduct- 
ing experiments from 60 miles overhead 
during the three days his comrades are 
on the moon.

4 stranded 
on ice floes 
in Antarctica 


SCOTT BASE, Antarctica (AP) — 


Raw penguin meat may not be a gour- 
met's delight But for an American and 
three New Zeaianders there was not 
much else to eat for five days while they 
jumped from one crumbling ice floe to 
another and worried about a nearby 
killer whale. 


An iceberg also rammed them once. 


Finally a U.S. Navy helicopter rescued 
James Kenneth Lowry, 30. Richmond, 
Va., and the three other marine 
biologists Sunday. They were treated 
for fatigue, frostbite and snow blindness 
at McMurdo Station. 


The engine on their boat had stopped 


Wednesday, and they drifted into pack 
ice. 


Lowry said they had some food in the 


boat, but it soon ran out and they had to 
capture a penguin and eat it. The boat 
was abandoned when they had to jump 
from floe to floe as the ice broke up 
while lashed by waves and a southerly 
wind. 


The men joked and sang to keep 


warm and their spirits up. To keep from 
freezing, Lowry said, they took turns 
patrolling around their floe. 


They saw a plane Friday night and 


fired flares to attract attention, but they 
were not noticed. A British air force 
transport on its way to New Zealand 
saw them Sunday and called the rescue 
helicopter.

headings are simply a convenience to 
the job hunter.

view that the sale of his interest in the 
200,000-acre T Lazy S ranch was 
unrelated to his appointment as director 
of the White House Office of 
Management and Budget. 


He said he had been looking for a 


buyer for about two years. 


Records in the Elko County 


courthouse disclosed that Ash sold his 
ranching interest to his Litton Indus- 
tries partner and the co-owner of the T 
Lazy S, Charles B. Thornton. 


The courthouse records show only 


that Thornton paid S10 "and other good 
and valuable consideration." 


Asked the actual selling price. Ash 


said it was a personal matter that he 
could not disclose without Thornton's 
permission. 


Three years ago Ash and Thornton. 


who built Litton Industries into one of 
the nation's biggest defense contrac- 
tors, picked up a 14,000-parcel of public 
land for about $10 an acre. 


The deal was one of several trades 


involved in creation of Pt. Reyes Na- 
tional Seashore across the Golden Gate 
from San Francisco. 


Ash and Thornton swapped 22 acres 


of oceanfront land in Pt. Reyes for the 
14.145 acres of arid rangeland adjacent 
to their Nevada ranch. 


They had paid $142,000 for the 


California land. 


Ash and officials of the U.S. Bureau of 


Land Management said that despite the 
huge disparity in acreage the two par- 
cels of land had the same monetary 
value.

land in northern Nevada said in inter- 
views that they doubt there is any 
SlO-an acre land left in the state.

Less than a year after the December 


1969 Ash-Thornton swap, a 240-acre 
tract of grazing land near the T Lazy S 
sold for $15 an acre, a price now con- 
sidered about the lowest for which such 
land can be bought. 


Ash and Thornton were among 


several persons interested in obtaining 
public lands who stepped in when the 
Interior Department found itself short 
of cash to purchase privately owned 
property within the 55,000-acre Pt. 
Reyes seashore. 


Congress had authorized $14 million 


for land acquisition when it created the 
park in 2962. But land values 
skyrocketed and over the next decade 
acquisition costs shot up to $57,5 
million.

tion's celebrated personalities, the New 
York Times said today. 


The most famous patients of Dr. Max 


Jacobson, 72, the Times said, were 
President and Mrs. John F. Kennedy, 
but the doctor declined to say whether 
he gave them amphetamine shots. The 
doctor frequently visited the White 
House, the newspaper said. 


Jacobson, in an interview, said he 


went with President Kennedy in 1961 to 
Vienna for a summit meeting with 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev. 


He said he gave the president injec- 


tions there, but he did not disclose 
whether the mixture c o n t a i n e d 
anything more than vitamins and-nr 
hormones. 


Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis, the 


story said, confirmed through a 
spokesman that she had been treated by 
Jacobson, but declined to elaborate. 


The article stressed that it cannot be 


said with certainty that the Kennedys 
or, with a few exceptions, any other 
specific patient received amphetamine. 


The Times said Jacobson ack- 


nowledged that he often mixes amphet- 
amine into the medications he injects.

Administrator of the Income, Sales, 
Inheritance and Excise Tax Division, 
said that the department will collect tax 
of $1.60 per carton plus interest from 
each importer. 


Smith said that North Carolina firms

However, with the addition of state tax 
and mailing costs, these "bargains" 
become more expensive than cigarettes 
purchased at the local market. 


The department is able to bill Wis- 


consin residents who buy out-of-state 
cigarettes because federal law requires 
each interstate shipper of cigarettes to 
advise state tax authorities of the iden- 
tity of each purchaser. As the result of a 
recent federal court conviction, the 
department has obtained the records of 
a large North Carolina shipper. The 
department will be contacting these 
consumers soon to collect tax plus 
interest on these purchases. Revenue 
officials say some consumers owe as 
much as $400 in back cigarette taxes. 


Recipents of out-of-state cigarette 


solicitations are urged to turn over to 
the department any order blanks they 
receive. Cigarette purchasers should 
remember that "bargain purchases" are 
not bargains after payment of the tax, 
the department said.

That Lebanon, with its government 


precariously 
balanced 
between 


Moslems and Christians, has now 
moved to escape entrapment between 
powerful Israel and exiled Palestinian 
guerrillas is perhaps the only bright 
spot in the black Middle East. 


The president's success in preventing 


the border war between Israel and the 
guerrillas from wrecking his country 
entailed one potentially fatal risk: the 
risk of civil conflict between his minis- 
cule army (12,000 strong) and militant 
Lebanese Moslems sympathetic to the 
Palestinian nationalists. 


Jordan opposes guerrillas 


Thus, when Franjieh took office in 


the fall of 1970 there was not a single 
army unit posted along the border with 
Israel to stop guerrilla operations 
against Israel. It was just then, a time 
which extremist Palestinian refugees 
now call "Black September," that Jor- 
dan's King Hussein waged total war 
against guerrillas in Jordan who were 
threatening to take over his kingdom. 


Hussein's Bedouin army, always 


^hostile to the Palestinians, swept Jor- 
dan clean and several thousand 
guerrillas took refuge in southern 
Lebanon. With Jordan off-limits as an 
operational base, the guerrillas set up 
extensive bases in mountainous areas 
.adjoining Israel. 


Here in Beirut, as we reported at the 


time, betting was heavy that the infil- 
tration of armed guerrillas would pul 
the government of Lebanon under in- 
tolerable strain. Cautious Lebanese 
politicians would not risk their tiny 
army to close the border to guerrillas. 
But if Lebanon did nothing, the Israelis 
would retaliate and systematically lay 
waste the border areas, very possibly 
occupying southern Lebanon up to the 
Litani River. 


Newly inaugurated President Fran- 


jieh had other ideas. In March 1971 he 
ordered units of his army into the 
mountainous region of southeastern 
Lebanon for the first time, to block the 
guerrillas after a bloody border battle 
with Israel. Moslem troops fired on 
Moslem Palestinians, asserting the 
government's power. 


Israel invades Lebanon 


Then, th^ee months ago, Israel 


launched its post-Munich invasion of 
southern Lebanon to.clean out guerrilla 
bases there — killing more than 30 
civilians, several Lebanese soldiers and 
staying for two days. Immediately 
thereafter, Franjieh imposed drastic 
security all along the vulnerable border 
and extracted a verbal agreement with 
most of the guerrilla organizations to 
stay out of the entire southern region. 


Thus, with 19 army posts now in 


place along the border, manned with 
machine guns, tanks and armored cars 
to block guerrilla raids on Israel, Fran- 
jieh has proved both his determination 
and his ability to draw a hard line. 
Moreover, Moslem villagers, terrified 
by the Israeli reprisals, have given 
Franjieh and the army solid support up 
to now.

Need decreases for 
calcium as one ages 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: My husband's 


, intestinal difficulty was diagnosed as 
an inability to tolerate milk or milk 
products. It was explained that he had 
lost the ability to make lactose from the 
' lactic acid in milk products. 


As a home economics graduate, I am 


greatly concerned over his lack of cal- 
'cium. My husband is 45 and in good 
health. All my training has indicated a 
need for calcium all your life and that 


• milk and milk products are the greatest 
source. 


We talked to the doctor about 


'supplementary calcium pills but he said 
he didn't need them. — C.L. 


You are quite right that we need 


calcium all our lives, and milk is the 
best source of assimilable calcium. 


But here's a point you may be miss- 


ing: The need for calcium is not as great 
as one gets older. Since it is the prime 
constituent of bones and teeth, need is 
greatest in young people and in preg- 
nant and nursing mothers. 


Later in life, calcium is needed 


• because the bones are continually dis- 
: carding calcium and replacing it with 
new calcium, but that is not as great a 
demand as when the bones are grow- 
ing. (There are other bodily uses of 
calcium, too, of course. For one, it is a 
necessity in healing wounds.) 


Anyway, calcium is present to some 


degree in most food items: Cereals, 
fruits, vegetables, seafoods. Egg yolk is 
high in calcium. 


As with many other nutrients, the 


body automatically tends to conserve 
the supply of anything that may be 
scarce and is more profligate if the 
amount of intake is copious. 


I would take it for granted your 


physician could detect no deficiency of 
calcium in your husband, hence saw no 
purpose in adding more in pill form (or 
in soy bean milk or powdered food 
supplements containing calcium). 


It is true that quite a few older folks 


do show a calcium deficiency. For those 
who can tolerate milk, a glass a day is a 
good precaution, lifelong. But the el- 


derly with calcium deficiency very of- 
ten are on diets that are deficient in 
general. 


One other point. This inability to 


convert milk into lactose (milk sugar) 
stems from lack of the enzyme lactase. 
Some patients with this trouble can 
tolerate limited quantities of milk, 
either as liquid or in cooked or baked 
goods. 


Another form of intolerance to milk 


is from a totally different cause — the 
patient is allergic to milk protein. The 
results are much the same, though. The 
patient has to avoid milk. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Can a thyroid 


gland test be made in my doctor's of- 
fice? What does the test consist of? 
How is it done? — T.P. 


Y°s, it's an office test. It used to be 


the BMR, or basal metabolism test, 
made by having you breathe oxygen 
through a tube. The amount used gave 
a pretty good idea of how efficiently 
you were burning up your energy. 


More recently the FBI and other 


similar blood tests have been used. The 
PBI, or protein-bound iodine test, 
requires only a small blood sample for 
laboratory tests. Results are much 
more specific and less time consuming 
for the patient than the older BMR. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: Do fibroid 


tumors of the uterus cease to grow 
after a woman has reached change of 
life?—Mrs. S.K. 


Not always —but usually.

That 
shows the extent of Israeli penetration 
of the guerrilla organizations. 


With intelligence like that, there can 


be no doubt in Israel's mind about 
Lebanon's efforts to shut off all 
guerrilla activity. Thus, so long as 
Franjieh's hard line continues, any 
future Israeli raids against Lebanon 
must be attributed not to retaliation 
but to something far more ominous.

Williams said the DNR Board would 


be revealing "our state policy probably 
yet this month" on how the ORAP 
funding would be fitted in. A full 25 per 
cent allotment would mean projects 
would be funded 100 per cent by outside 
sources.

Gordon, argued that Galley was a 
reserve officer and only could have been 
retained onactive duty by his own con- 
sent. This, Gordon said, was never given 
but the Army nevertheless went ahead 
with a court martial. 


In the hearing before the Army Court 


of Military Review Gordon argued the 
Army's jurisdiction over Galley ended 
when he demanded to be released from 
the service, but the Army instead ex- 
tended his active duty "solely for the 
purpose of trial by court martial." 


Gordon also argued that it was in the 


personal interest of Gen. William C. 
Westmoreland that the guilt for the My 
Lai deaths stop at Galley and go no 
higher in the military command, but 
said they were not arguing "that Gen. 
Westmoreland is guilty of any criminal 
offense, though he may be." 


These were the opening arguments in 


the hearing which was expected to take 
six hours with each side allowed three 
hours of argument. 


Galley, who already has served 20 


months of a 20-year sentence in house 
arrest at Ft. Benning, Ga., was not at the 
hearing.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — The Democratic 


governors have made their first move 
toward reclaiming their former 
prominence in party affairs by asking 
party chairman Jean Westwood to 
resign and endorsing Texan Robert 
Strauss as her successor. 


But Mrs. Westwood said she wouldn't 


step down voluntarily if Strauss were 
the alternative, and Strauss said he 
wouldn't withdraw in favor of a 
compromise. 


After these developments Sunday, 


Sen. George McGovern — the party's 
presidential nominee this year and, 
therefore, its titular head — said he 
supports Mrs. Westwood's suggestion 
that both she and Strauss drop out of the 
running. 


The outcome is likely to be a fight 


next Saturday when the Democratic 
National Committee will be asked to 
resolve the impasse. Both Mrs. 
Westwood and Strauss claimed they 
will have the votes to win. 


Mrs. Westwood conceded that she 


has become a symbol of conflict among 
Democrats but said Strauss had too. She 
called for a chairman "unscarred by 
differences of the past." 


Mrs. Westwood was McGovern's 


personal choice for the job and has been 
under pressure to resign since his 
landslide loss to President Nixon in last 
month's presidential election. 


McGovern chided Strauss's can- 


didacy as "being advanced by some of 
the very elements who helped defeat the 
national ticket in November." 


Strauss, a former national party 


treasurer, is running with the backing of 
the same general coalition of conser- 
vatives, Southerners and labor leaders 
which opposed McGovern's drive for 
the nomination. 


Mrs. Westwood also has come to 


stand as a symbol of the controversial 
party reforms enacted this year, and 
Strauss' backers generally favor 
modifying, if not rolling back, the 
reforms. 


Before the action by the Democratic 


Governors Caucus. Mrs. Westwood told 
the group she would resign in the 
interest of party unity if a middleground 
candidate could be agreed upon. 


"I have the votes to resist any attempt 


to vacate the office of chairman and 
would proceed in that direction if such a 


contest cannot be avoided," she said. 
"However, my preference would be not 
to divide the party. 


"This would require turning away 


from those individuals who have 
become symbols of the divisions within 
our party — specifically, myself and 
Robert Strauss, a man who was a great 
treasurer of our party — and turning 
toward new leadership not scarred in 
the national intraparty battles of the 
last few years," she said. 


"Ain't nobody going to take me out," 


Strauss responded. "I think Jean 
Westwood would do better to make a 
decision on what she is going to do and 
not try to pick her successor."

PHOENIX, Ariz. (AP)-GOP Na- 


tional Chairman Robert Dole said today 
that President Nixon's landslide victory 
"is a harbinger of good fortune for the 
Republican party" that could lead to its 
restoration as the nation's majority 
party. 


But Gov. William G. Milliken of 


Michigan, chairman of the Republican 
Governors Association, said the GOP 
can't attain majority status "unless it 
concerns itself deeply and urgently with 
the needs of the poor and desperate." 


Dole and Milliken gave their views in 


speeches prepared for today's opening 
business session of the semiannual 
meeting of Republican governors in 
suburban Scottsdale. 


Other governors, discussing the 


GOP's future in interviews and in an 
Associated Press survey, said that much 
will depend on how the party uses the 
next four years to develop a broader 
base. 


"The Republican party has an op- 


portunity to build a stronger national 
party based on the President's victory, 
but it will not happen easily or without 
genuine appeal, hard work and strong 
leadership," said Robert D. Ray of Iowa. 


Dole predicted "a very promising 


future for the GOP," adding that, with 
hard work on the national and state 
levels, "there is every good reason to 
believe that the efforts we make 
towards restoring this party to its 
deserved status as party of the majority 
of Americans will be recorded." 


Nixon's landslide, Dole said, occurred 


because millions of Americans broke 
"the straight ticket Democrat voting 
habit of a lifetime" and, for the first time 
in their lives, voted for a Republican 
candidate for president. 


"Having done it once, on the 


presidential level, 1 am confident we can 
expect these same voters may be per- 
suaded to do it again and even regularly 
on a lower level and that we have it 
within our power to convince these 
millions with responsible and moderate 
political opinions that there is a per- 
manent home for them in the GOP," the 
Kansas senator said. 


Dole said he expects to meet again

As one SEC official said, Casey will

was to preserve the capital markets," 
this source said. "He believes that the 
U.S. ability to raise capital is one of the 
last few remaining advantages we have 
in world competition." 


Casey believes that no nation can 


raise as much money and raise it as 
quickly as can the United States, where

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Trade behind British 
efforts in Middle East

LONDON (AP) — Ignoring old insults 


and new injuries, Britain is patiently 
mending diplomatic fences with key 
Arab countries using trade, arms and 
political promises as its tools 


Oo\ernment authorities report rela- 


tions with Libya, Egypt and Saudi 
Arabia are improving steadily despite 
some deep differences over past and 
present policies 


Without fuss or fanfare talks have 


been started with the leftwing govern- 
ment of Syria for a restoration of ties 
broken five years ago when Britain was 
accused of helping Israel win the six-day 
war 


The broad picture emerging shows 


British approval for scores of millions of 
arms sales to Egypt, and British backing 
for a huge military buildup ai Saudi 
Arabia 


In addition Britain is helping the 


fledgling states of Kuwait, Bahrain and 
the Union of Arab Emirates to stand on 
their own feet in a perilous region 
which the Russians have been eyeing 
for its oil resources 


Thpre seems to be plenty of paradoxes 


in Britain's gestures to the Arab world 


In the case of Libya, President 


Muammar Kadafi's regime has taken 
over Britain's prized oil investments It 
has sheltered fugitive hijackers It has 
helped finance the Ugandan govern- 
ment of President Idi Amm even as he 
was embarrassing Britain by expelling 
tens ot thousands of Asians 


Yet British Libyan business has 


rarely been better In the first 10 months 
of 1972 more than $90 million worth of 
British machinery, capital goods, small 
arms and other exports went there 
exceeding a 1971 peak Affluent Libya 
thus became Britain's best customer m 
the Arab world 


In the case of Egypt President Anwar 


Sadat's government has won Britain's 
authority to buy undisclosed quantities 
of Saracen armored cars, Scorpion light 
tanks, Rapier antiaircraft missiles, 
Swingfire antitank rockets helicopters, 
lightning 
interceptor fighters, 
an- 


tisubmarine weapons and Vosper-Thor- 
neycroft patrol boats All these are 
classified as defensive weapons 


Egypt's interest in the British-French 


Jaguar strike plane, certain long-range 
missiles and big tanks has been dis 
couraged 
Yet British officials ack- 


nowledge the Egyptians probably have 
all the military hardware they can use 
and they suspect most of the new 
orders, which may take months if not 
years to deliver, probably go to Libya 
The Egyptians and Libyans are due to 
form a union in 1973 


Britain is well aware Sadat has not yet 


abandoned his policy of military 
cooperation with Russia Israeli 
complaints against the deal have been 
brushed aside 


In the case of Saudi Arabia the British 


still are engaged m delivery elements of 
a complete air defense system including 
aircraft and tanks Yet they have made 
no attempt to influence the Saudi 
Arabians against befriending and sup- 
porting Amin's Ugandan regime which, 
with its expulsions of Asian settlers, 
confronted this country with a major 
immigration crisis 


A Foreign Office official, William 


Craig, recently made a quiet visit to 
Damascus during which he discussed 
the possible restoration of diplomatic 
relations 


Formally, the Foreign Office says it is 


for Syria to initiate action for a resolu- 
tion of ties because Syria ruptured them 
This was when Damascus joined with 


Cairo in 1967 in accusing the British of 
joining Israel's air attacks on Arab 
countries London, of course, denied the 
charge lor which no firm evidence has 
ever been produced 


But now Britain is no longer standing 


on its pride or principles about who 
should move first It takes the view that 
nothing —politics, ideology or anything 
else — should stop two countries from 
dealing with each other Sometime next 
year the Foreign off ice expects, if things 
go according to plan, to be able to 
reopen its windows to Damascus 


One argument London has been using 


with telling effect in Arab capitals as a 
member of the enlarged European 
Common Market Britain will be better 
able to use its influence in favor of good 
relations with the Arab world The 
Arabs reckon the Europeans can help 
them counter what they take to be an 
American lineup with Israel

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Showano Lake claims snowmobiler 


The season's first snow accumulation 


brought out the snowmobilers over the 
weekend, and as a result in the area 
there was one death reported and 
numerous injuries. 


Municipal police and county officials 


also cited numerous instances where 
snowmobilers were illegally operating 
on streets and highways. 


The state's first fatality of the season 


was Roger Nolan, 45, Bonduel, who fell 
through the ice on Shawano Lake late 
Saturday night while attempting to 
make a crossing. 


He was driving his snowmobile with 


another man, Jerry Klatt, Cecil, when 
both machines fell through and sank. 
Klatt reportedly was rescued when his 
shouts were heard by neighbors. 


A resident said Klatt was heard 


calling for help about 9:30 p.m. Satur- 
day. Some of the residents and sheriff's 
deputies used poles and a rope to rescue 
Klatt, who was about 800 feet off shore 
in water five feet deep. 


Authorities were not aware Nolan 


had also gone through the lake's thin 
ice until Klatt was out of the water and 
said Nolan had been with him. 


Deputies located the spot where 


Nolan had gone through the ice about a 
quarter mile beyond the spot Klatt 
sank, but could not recover the body 
until Sunday. 


The rescue and attempts to locate 


Nolan were hampered, deputies said, 
because ice was continually cracking 
under the rescuers. 


Two deputies broke through the ice 


at one point and a boat was eventually 
used in the search for Nolan. 


Two persons were seriously injured 


about 6 p.m. Sunday when their snow- 
mobile was struck by an automobile on 
U.S. 10 just west of Fremont. 


Injured were John Burmeister, route 


1, Fremont, who suffered broken legs 
and internal injuries; and 
Diane 


.Hooyman, route 4, Appleton, who suf- 
fered a broken leg, arm and hip injuries. 


The driver of the car, Melvin Tesch, 


20, route 1, Pine River, told police that 
he was going west on 10 and was 
turning onto Brown Road when he hit 
the snowmobile on the roadway. 


The victims were reported in fair 


condition at St. Elizabeth Hospital in 
Appleton. 


The Calumet Sheriffs Department 


also reported two injury accidents. 


About 12 a.m. Saturday a snow- 


mobile operated by LaJune Schilling of 
20 Lincoln St., Chilton, hit two culverts 
in the town of Charlestown. Schilling 
was taken to Calumet County Hospital 
and received treatment to a leg cut. 


On Sunday about 8 p.m. Frank 


Cmejla, 21, Brillion, was taken to Theda 
Clark Hospital in Neenah by am- 
bulance for treatment for severe facial 
lacerations and a broken jaw.

State-dominated U.S. outboard 
motor industry under investigation 


MILWAUKEE (AP) —A grand jury is 


investigating the Wisconsin-dominated 
United States outboard motor industry, 
an official of Outboard Marine Corp. 
said Sunday. 


A published report Sunday said it was 


believed a federal jury was probing 
possible water pollution by outboard 
motors and possible violations ..df^flre 
1899 Refuse Act, which prohibits 
dumping into navigable waterways 
without federal permission. 


Howard Larson, vice president for 


environmental affairs at Outboard 
Marine, said a grand jury was meeting, 
but said he could not comment on 
specifics of the probe. 


Larson said he could not report if the 


grand jury was a federal or state panel, 
and U.S. At'ty. David Cannon refused 
any comment. 


The outboard industry is dominated 


by the Outboard Marine Corp., which 
manufactures Evinrude motors in Mil- 
waukee and Johnson motors in 
Waukegan, 111.; Chrysler Outboard 
Corp. in Hartford; and Mercury Marine, 
a division of the Brunswick Corp., in 
Fond du Lac. 


An estimated eight million outboard 


motors are in use in the nation, and their 
impact on the environment has been 
gaining attention for several years. 


In June, 1971, Sen. Gaylord Nelson, 


D-Wis., introduced a bill to require 
federal emissionstandardsfortwo-cycle 
outboard engines. The bill would have 
banned their use without pollution 
controls as of this year. 


He said two cycle engines released 


fuel vapor into the crankcase where it 
eventually passes out into the water. 


"The exhaust to the water has been 


estimated to range from less than 10 per 


cent to more than 50 per cent of the fuel 
originally put into a two-cycle outboard 
engine," Nelson said. "With the one 
billion gallons of outboard motor fuel 
sold annually, it has been estimated that 
100 to 160 million gallons of fuel is 
wasted" and passes out into navigable 
waterways. 


But Larson sa'ys the industry has 


eliminated all crankcase drains on out- 
board motors with the 1972 models, and 


that all engines, large and small, were 
redesigned by 1971 so that all fuels 
condensed in the crankcase were 
recycled and burned. 


"We haven't found any measurable 


effects, either on the water quality or on 
the organisms in the water," Larson said 
of an industry and U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency study now in 
progress on the environmental impact 
of outboard motors.

Seymour to have 
78 cent tax cut 


SEYMOUR - The city will operate 


on a $250,428 budget next year. The 
figure, which was approved late last 
month, will mean a decrease of 78 cents 
in the tax rate from this year. 


The 1973 tax rate is $53 per $1,000 of 


assessed valuation. However, it will be 
offset by an estimated state credit of 
$77,711, or $7.16 per $1,000 of assessed 
valuation, making the actual rate 
$45.84. The actual 1972 rate was $46.62. 


The city's anticipated revenue for 


1973 is lower than that for 1972 because 
of the elimination of payments to the 
utility on principal and interest on 
notes and because of a reduction in 
curb and gutter projects for 1973. 


Anticipated expenses for 1973 are 


$406,535, an increase of $44,393 from 
1972. 
Because of the anticipated 


Federal Revenue Sharing, the council 
expects to receive $38,000 to offset the 
cost of the 1973 expenses. This amount 
was used to lower the budget. The city 
also expects to operate at a deficit for 
1972 because of not previously provid- 
ing $15,000 for the new landfill site. 


Normal increases in wages and costs 


of operation have resulted in increased 
expenditures for most departments. 
The increase in the police department 
budget is offset by a payment of $7,900 
from the Economic Employment Act, 
which pays the cost of the additional 
officer. 


Refuse and garbage collection and 


dumping grounds expenditures show 
increases because of the sanitary land- 
fill laws which require the city to use 
the new site in the Town of Cicero and 
the requirement of covering each day 
of use.

Poets generally have taken a dim view of winter. 


The adjectives are dour, "sullen and sad", "crabbed old 


fellow", "sharp", "sluggish", "chill", "long and dreary, cold and 
cruel", when "Orion sheds unwholesome dews" are a few 
descriptive terms. Even when mild winters come along they are 
supposed to fill graveyards. In almost every poetic line there is 
gloom, chattering, icy fangs and even "the penalty of Adam." 


Before the middle part of this century, most of those poets 


probably were cold indeed for a few months of the year. With 
central heating and even affluence in the arts, there should be 
few such personal complaints, merely some discomfort and 
annoyance with oil bills, slush underfoot, missing overshoes and 
the extra time needed to get children ready for the elements. 


But if one listens and looks a little outside the noise and fumes 


and confusion of the city, winter has its own rewards. 


There is the silence that comes even before the heavy snows, 


the amazing clarity of a cracked branch,-a human voice, a dog's 
bark across the small lake or meadow. There is the crunch 
underfoot of crisp earth after the sucking mud days. There's an 
exhilaration in the chill air sharp upon noses and cheeks and 
chins. 


Winter is a more active season too. Somehow it encourages 


movement if only to stay warm, laughter and shouts, sudden, 
short races, jumping, childish roughhousing and tomfoolery 
that come with a stirring of the blood. 


And home is warmer, the fire more welcome, the hot cocoa 


chocolatyer, the company more joyous. 


Winter heightens emotions, sensations, reactions if one just 


takes care not to turn numb. Winter is a time for quiet reflection 
in the silence of nature at slumber but it also a time for ebullient 
gaiety and mirth. 


Coffee drinking is slipping 


The American coffee break isn't threatened — yet. But 


statistics show interesting trends. 


Pan American Coffee Bureau figures show that 65 per cent of 


Americans have at least one cup of coffee a day in comparison to 
only 47 per cent sipping on one soft drink a day. The Union 
Rescue Mission on Los Angeles' skid row says it always serves 
coffee with its 900 meals a day unless someone has "some kind of 
a problem and can't drink coffee." As every employee of almost 
every company knows, there is a percolator simmering if not in 
the building, then at the nearest lunch spot. 


But per capita coffee consumption was 15.8 pounds a year in 


1960 and only 13.2 pounds in 1971. Drinks that are increasing in 
popularity are tea, soft drinks and wines, particularly sweet 
wines. 


One reason seems to be the youth market. "The kids coming 


out of high school aren't coffee oriented," a partner in a coffee 
and tea retailing concern explained. Young people 15 to 19 years 
old don't drink coffee as much as their images did in earlier 
years. The figures are down 40 per cent from 1964 and 54 per cent 
from 1950. Fewer youngsters of younger ages sip coffee either. 
Probably this is part of the youth criticism of the Establishment 
and practically all the doings of their elders. They may swing to 
tea instead of coffee, pot instead of beer. 


Some coffee nerves advertisements for decaffeinated brews 


may have been responsible too. Here it is interesting that tea 
contains almost as much caffeine and so do many soft drinks. 
But the trend to health foods has had an impact. Observers also 
think that coffee is regarded more as a food than a drink, in that 
its warmth and heartiness have been stressed. 


Travel may have widened some tastes too. Even in coffee-rich 


Latin America, tea is popular. And some of the instant coffee 
served in foreign countries is so bitter that it is apt to change 
manv tastes. 


On fhe subject of affluence 


It recently has been announced in England that if only the 


British people will keep their noses to the grindstone and to mix 
a metaphor, not make too many waves, they may hope to 
become about the turn of the century as affluent as Americans. 


There has been a tremendous resentment in this country to 


what seems to be the ever-rising tax load for the average 
American. The increase has been responsible for resistance to 
school building in particular and certainly has contributed to the 
nay saying toward some government officials. From the sound 
of things, an outside observer might conclude that Americans 
are in a sorry way, taxed to poverty by their various units of 
government. 


But the statistics don't come out the same. 
The average American family now has an income of more 


than $10,000 a year. It spends much of the money on food — 
some SI 18 billion annually — and it is ironic that malnutrition in 
this country is largely due to poor eating habits rather than a 
scarcity of nutritional items. We have become a nation of 
snackers and this includes to some extent the poor among us, 
too. When we count our blessings in material things, especially 
food, we might do well to remember that really decadent 
societies had a habit of eating to excess, regurgitating the 
overflow and starting in to stuff once more. 


Perhaps this isn't the most noble aim to put before the British. 


They are taxed far heavier than Americans although a big piece 
of the intake goes for national health, a program that this 
country must come to eventually. 


But the salaries of the majority of British appear to be the 


major reason why their standard of living, in strictly material 
items, is lower than that of most Americans. Compare these 
average annual wages, for instance; a veterinarian with six years 
at Cambridge behind her, $5,200; a farm worker, $2,800; a 
librarian, $4,800; a journalist, $5,300; a pub operator, $4,800; the 
Prime Minister, and other members of Parliament, $7,500; 
insurance executive, $10,000; store clerk, $1,700; miner, $3,800; 
Archbishop of Canterbury, $20,000; and the highest paid execu- 
tive in England, head of the Green Shield Trading Stamp 
Company, $650,000. Except for a very few individuals like the 
latter, all wages are considerably lower than those paid in the 
United States — and the tax bite is greater. While some 
remuneration includes living quarters, something of a plum in 
housing short England, the cost of living in food, heat, trans- 
portation and clothing terms is as high or higher than generally 
in this country. 


There should be reservations about merely pushing the take 


home pay up and up. As long as there is an unsolved problem of 
the poor —estimated in this country to be about 26 million — the 
continued reverence for growth at the expense of natural 
resources and the quality of life, and the growing wonder 
whether running in place accomplishes anything if the goal is 
not apparent, mere monetary affluence is not something to 
emulate as the primary national aim.

'Mayors have no political future' 


MADISON — Mayor William Dyke of 


Madison, sometimes regarded as available for a 
place on a future state Republican ticket of 
candidates, turned aside a question the other 
day about his aspirations. With a grin suited to 
the 
circumstances, ' he 
remarked 
that 


"everybody knows that mayors have no poli- 
tical future." 


The remark was textbook protocol. Only the 


amateur in politics acknowledges his ambitions 
prematurely. Only the amateur, moreover, 
would resent or discourage such queries or 
evade them with anything except pleasant 
disparagement. 


Mayor Dyke's blueprint for his own career 


will be disclosed in due time. As a guess, it will 
show that he is not averse to consideration for 
the Republican state ticket for 1974. More 
provocative was his reference to the dubious 
position of mayors, especially mayors of Wis- 
consin cities, as timber for the construction of 
party tickets for higher places. 


The record shows no truly illustrative 


examples of mayoral success in the state's 
party politics in this century, in contrast to the 
comparatively frequent emergence of mayors 
as party leaders elsewhere in the country. 


The reasons may be several, including the 


fact that Wisconsin has not had a metropolitan 


political influence in state affairs of the kind 
that is common elsewhere. 


Milwaukee is the Wisconsin metropolis by 


statistical definition. But its leadership has 
rarely made credible bids in statewide elections, 
in part because its political complexion was 
usually at odds with that of the state as a whole. 
Even today, as it has helped transform the 
Democratic party of Wisconsin into a majority 
party, it has a conspicuously negligible share of 
the party leadership positions. 


Democratic 
United 
States 
senators, 


Democratic governors, most of the party com- 
mand, have been non-Milwaukeeans. Mayor 
Henry Maier has made an impressive vote-ac- 
cumulation record in Milwaukee, but his lone 
sally into state politics at the start of his career 
was the kind of disaster he likes to forget. 


Nor has the rest of Wisconsin used city hall 


as a training ground for state leadership posi- 
tions. An apt young man who is elected to the 
legislature can look more confidently on state 
politics as a career and avenue for ad- 
vancement than can mayors of the principal 
cities. 


Principal reason for the "non-availability" of 


mayors is this state's commitment to nonpar- 
tisan municipal elections. A mayor can do a 
good job, but no party can exploit his perfor- 


mance for he is associated with none in his 
municipal capacity, by command of law since 
the turn of the century. The electorate then 
made the nonpartisan rule in the spirit of 
reform —which it probably was in fact. 


The system is not consistent. The state has 


obdurately retained partisan nomination and 
elections of purely ministerial and even clerical 
offices in county government, as an example. 


The mayor is a policy maker and policy 


leader. The county clerk is not. The sheriff is 
not. The registrar and the coroner are not. But 
contradictions are not so much the result of 
deliberate plan as of inattention. County elec- 
tive offices should be nonpartisan also, in the 
probable view of an overwhelming majority of 
persons. 


Suggestive proof on the preference for non- 


partisan selection of local leaders has been 
provided without much public notice in the 
recent evolution of the county executive office 
in Wisconsin, including most recently its 
approval in politically sensitive Dane County. 


A metropolitan county executive deals with 


policy questions infinitely more difficult than 
those arising in the offices of the state treasurer 
or the secretary of state. But if there is a lesson 
here, it is that such decisions are as often 
accidental as designed.

'Nature doesn't 
like to be fooled' 


In our human arrogance, we con- 


tinually 
underestimate 
nature's 


shrewdness and far-sightedness. Only 
lately, with the rise of ecological 
studies, have we begun to acquire a 
little humility. But not enough yet. 


Proud eugenicists have always 


wanted to produce a race of "super- 
men," all stamped out of the same 
genetic cookie-cutter, like so many 
thoroughbred racehorses by the same 
sire. Nature knows better, however, 
having created a multiplicity of 
different races, breeds, and genetic 
types. And providing the means and 
opportunity for them to crossbreed. 


This is to increase the survival-value 


of the human species. The more we are 
alike, the more danger of some com- 
mon ailment striking us all down: the 
more we differ, the better the chances 
that some part of us would successfully 
resist and survive such a plague- 


It has already begun to happen with 


corn. In its natural state, 
corn 


crossbreeds with a wild corn-like weed 
that reinvigorates and reinforces the 
heakh of the grain. 


In order to get a higher yield, and 


increase productivity, plant breeders 
have now devised a breed of corn of 
great uniformity, which will grow al- 
most anywhere and can easily be har- 
vested and processed by machinery. It 
turns out that there is only one flaw in 
it. 


This "man-bred" corn is highly 


vulnerable to new blights, which could 
strike down an entire crop. In the past, 
different strains were resistant to 
different diseases; what harmed one 
kind left the other intact. But a 
"universal" corn is subject to universal 
blight. When all variations and wild 
forms are extinct, where might a resis- 
tant strain be found? 


The same would be true of a single 


human genetic type. We might create a 
"superman" impervious to all known 
diseases — but if some new infection 
were to take root and spread, the whole 
human race would then be vulnerable 
to this disaster. 


The differing morbidity figures in 


different parts of the world are partly 
environmental and partly genetic. We 
still don't know which is which — why- 
stomach cancer is pandemic in one 
country and hardly known in another, 
why heart attacks decimate one 
population and leave another intact. 


We do know, however, that different 


strains have buiH up different resis- 
tances: we are only mildly bothered by 
measies, which killed thousands of 
aduk Eskimos when introduced there 
by while men. And Africans are far 
more impervious to malaria than we 
are. If science ever succeeds in produc- 
ing a superman, one super-disease 
could carry us all off-

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 


Court unplugged the electric chair six 
months ago. Or did it? The nation's 
attorneys general will try to ffgure out 
this week how to get around the high 
court ruling that saved mass murderer 
Richard Speck and 600 other convicted 
criminals from death row in prisons 
across the country. 


The state officials hope to approve a 


model statute during the winter con- 
vention in San Diego by which local 
legislatures could constitutionally im- 
pose capital punishment. The Supreme 
Court outlawed the death penalty 
when imposed at the discretion of 
judges or juries, but expressed no 
opinion about such sentences if man- 
dated by state or federal law for specific 
crimes, such as murder. 


Public pressure mounting 


The attorneys general are acting in 


response to mounting public pressure 
for 
harsher 
punishment 
for 


lawbreakers as a means of reducing 
crime. Sympathy for the civil liber- 
tarian argument against death even for 
the protection of society is rapidly 
fading. 


There were these developments: 
Item: On Election Day, Californians 


approved a referendum reinstating the 
mandatory death penalty for four 
crimes and granting the legislature 
authority to add other crimes to the list. 


Item: Congress adjourned without 


holding hearings on bills sponsored by 
Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich., and Rep. 
Emanuel Cellar, D-N.Y., which called 
for a two-year moratorium on all 
executions until the Supreme Court 
clarified its position. This was a much 
milder measure than one sponsored by 
Sen. Hart in previous years demanding 
outright abolition of the death penalty, 
but it got no further out of committee. 


Item: A Gallup Poll indicated that a 


majority of 57 per cent of adults 18 and 
older favored the death penalty for 
persons convicted of murder. In March, 
prior to the Supreme Court ruling, only 
50 per cent favored it. 


Item: The Florida legislature met last 


week in special session to debate a bill 
making the death penalty mandatory 
for a variety of crimes. 


Item: Speck was sentenced to a 


prison term of 400 to 1,200 years 
because the judge thought it was the 
only way he could reasonably assure 
that Speck would never go free to en- 
danger other lives again. 


ACLU to push fight 


The American Civil Liberties Union 


has already indicated it will continue to 
fight to get capital punishment per se 
abolished on the grounds that it 
violates the Eighth Amendment pro-- 
tection against cruel and unusual 
punishment. The crucial test, however. 


can only come over an individual case, 
in which California or some other state 
seeks the death penalty under a law 
that requires it. 


It will be several years before such, a 


case seems likely to reach the Supreme 
Court. By then, President Nixon will 
probably have made at least two more 
appointments to the bench, changing 
the current nearly even split to a clear 
conservative majority. A conservative 
dominated court might look with more 
favor upon capital punishment than the' 
present court did — and the court has 
not hesitated to shift the thrust of its 
opinions in the past.

Blind vendors win in Capitol

•Two crew members of the Apollo 17, the 
•first space mission to fly under rules 
born of the Apollo 15 stamp scandal, say 
they've had to disappoint a lot of per- 
sons because of the new regulations on 
;what they can take with them. 
- Eugene A. Cernan, Dr. Harrison H. 
Schmitt and Ronald E. Evans the crew 
bf the final Apollo mission, will be able 
to carry only 12 personal items each to 
the moon and back. 
! Astronauts on previous moon flights 
were permitted to carry almost an 
unlimited amount of items as long as 
they met weight restrictions and were 
approved by space agency officials. 
; But when officials discovered that the 
Apollo 15 astronauts had taken several 
hundred stamp covers to the moon and 
had arranged to profit from their sale, 
stiff new regulations were put into 
effect. 


The rules state the astronauts may 


carry no more than a dozen items of a 
personal nature and that the spacemen 
will not profit in any way from the sale 
or exchange of these items. 
• Cernan and Evans both said that the 
new rule means they'll have to disap- 
point some friends and relatives. 
', "I'm going to take 12 items," said 
Cernan, when asked his plans. "Twelve 
items, when you have many friends, 
when you have many personal things 
for the family, is not very many. But 
that's what I'm taking, 12 items." 


'I'm not able to carry as many things 


as I would have liked to carry," said 
Evans. 


"I have a lot of relatives who are not 


g'oing to get anything because I can't 
carry anything. I have a lot of friends 
who are not going to get anything 
because I wasn't able to carry some little 
thing for them. Personally, I may have 
carried a few other things just as kind of 
back-ups." 


Schmitt, however, said the new rules 


don't bother him. 


' "The material aspects of the flight are 


not something that carry very much 
weight with me," he said. "I've never 
been particularly big on tokens and this 
kind of thing. The intellectual tokens 
are much more important and on those 
things there can't be a limit." 


1 He did say, however, he was taking 
"some items for my family." 
. Astronauts have a special bag called 
the personal preference kit in which 
they carry their selected souvenirs. 


Crews of earlier flights usually stuffed 


their kits with pins, small medallions, 
special jewelry and other trinkets that 
they could give as gifts. Mrs. Cernan 
wears a gold spacecraft charm which 
her husband carried to lunar orbit on 
one of his previous spaceflights, Apollo 
10. 
' When they returned from space, the 
astronauts often gave the trinkets as 
gifts not only to their family and per- 
sonal friends, but also to fellow workers 
as a morale-boosting gesture-

But Apollo 15 ended that.

Anxiety, illness hit 
when plant closes

What happens when a factory is 


forced to close — and to lock out men 
who have spent much of their adult 
lives working within that building?

unemployment rate is sad enough, but 
it hides far more than it tells. 


Behind it are 4,500,000 Americans 


still out of work, for the total of 
unemployed has declined a mere 
100,000 after a full year of solid and 
accelerating expansion. The rate 
doesn't even count the millions who are 
so discouraged they no longer are 
looking for jobs, who are working 
part-time because they can't find full 
time jobs, who are in jobs shockingly 
below their skills and capabilities. It 
certainly doesn't disclose the much 
steeper jobless rates among blacks, the 
young, women, unskilled. 


Seven close each week 


In the U.S., factories close at the rate 


of seven each week, estimates the 
University of Michigan's Institute for 
Social Research. This percentage could 
now climb sharply in many defense 
oriented areas unless we plan much 
more sensitively than we seem to be 
planning for whatever transition there 
will be to peacetime production. 


So what happens? 
"An alarming rise in anxiety and 


illness," writes Alfred Slote in "Transi- 
tion: The Closing at Baker Plant" 
(Bobbs-Merrill, $7.50) — with at least 
half the workers studied suffering from 
ulcers, arthritis, hypertension requiring 
hospitalization, alcoholism, depression 
requiring medical help, even hair loss. 


"'Job loss, in certain personalities, can 


have devastating, even fatal, effects if 
the proper help is not provided." 


Slote's book was the result of a 


research project directed by Sidney 
Cobb, M.D., of the ISR's Program on 
Social 
Development 
and 
Mental 


Health. The book looks at an actual 
closing of a Detroit paint plant through 
the eyes of the men who worked there. 


"Big Dave" Masiak was once 


described as one of the strongest men 
at Baker, but the plant closing left him 
practically disabled — with high blood 
pressure, bad headaches, arthritis, 
diabetes and obesity — and getting 
worse each day. 


An 'invisible cripple' 


At Baker, there was a place for him; 


he functioned there. Now his health has 
become Masiak's job, way of life, his 
functioning. When he is not talking 
about his health, he is usually asleep. 
He is what Slote describes as an "in- 
visible cripple." 


If a man is totally disabled, he can 


receive Social Security. Masiak, in Dr. 
Cobb's opinion, is totally disabled, but 
his disablement doesn't show. He is an 
invisible cripple. 


The plant manager who 3aw the 


Baker plant through its two years of 
closing today lives in "hiding" in a 
remote part of Arkansas — sick and 
haunted. Of Baker's seven salesmen, 
three died during the closing. Baker's 
last production manager has not per- 
mitted a visitor in his house in two 
years. A salaried employe who had 
worked for Baker for 33'/2 years was not 
permitted to work a crucial three 
months longer, even without pay — he 
lost his pension. 


"The test of civilized society is how 


well it takes care of its losers," say Slote 
and Cobb. 


—We must find ways to minimize the 


suffering caused when workers lose 
their jobs through no fault whatsoever 
of their own. This is clearly not among 
the Nixon administration's current 
priorities. 


Portable pension plans 


—Portable pension 
plans 
must 


become the rule, not the exception, so 
workers can take their pension protec- 
tion with them when they must move 
elsewhere. The overhaul of our private 
pension system which was promised in 
"72 must become reality. 


—Health insurance coverage should 


automatically 
be 
provided 
in 


unemployment compensation. 
The 


unemployed often have extraordinarily 
high medical bills. 


—Plants which are about to close, 


argues Dr. Cobb. "should be required to 
establish a transition period during 
which employes are helped to find suit- 
able new employment."

Ads for TV 
give little 
information 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A study of 


advertising claims for new television 
sets says 32 of 50 claims were unsubs- 
tantiated and it concludes that the 
consumer receives little reliable infor- 
mation. 


"This report amply demonstrates 


that, at least as of 1971, most television 
manufacturers were not adequately 
checking either the veracity or the 
meaning of their advertisemen ts before 
release," the report said. 


It was prepared by the Institute for 


Public Interest Representation of the 
Georgetown University Law Center in 
Washington at the request of the 
Federal Trade Commission. 


The report recommended that the 


FTC establish guidelines for advertising 
of television sets. The FTC said it wished 
to review the findings. 


The report said Sears, Roebuck had 


the largest number of unsubstantiated 
claims for television sets. Out of 15 
claims, the report said, 11 were unsub- 
stantiated, and four were substantiated 
but were not unique. 


Radio Corporation of America had 


three unsubstantiated claims out of 
eight, the report said. It praised RCA for 
instituting a policy of requiring en- 
gineers to review its advertisements. 
This was said to have been done shortly 
after the FTC asked for substantiation 
of the claims. 


Out of the 50 claims that were inves- 


tigated, the report said, four were con- 
sidered substantiated and unique, 14 
were substantiated but deceptive 
because the features were not unique. 
and 32 were unsubstantiated. 


"Advertising for television sets has 


not been providing the consumer with 
reliable information upon which an 
informed intelligent choice could be 
based," the report said. 


The FTC previously has issued 


complaints against some automakers 
and air conditioner manufacturers for 
alleged misleading advertisements.

gone underground over the weekend as 
President Eamon de Valera signed the 
new legislation designed to keep the 
terrorists from finding sanctuary in the 
republic. 


Many guerrillas were thought to have 


decided to take their chances in the 
Roman Catholic districts of Belfast and 
Londonderry. 


The new legislation makes testimony 


of a senior police officer that he believes 
a suspect to be a member of an illegal 
organization sufficient for conviction. 


Meanwhile, Northern Ireland had

Air Force and Navy fighterbombers 


also were reported to have flown more 
than 90 missions Sunday against Com- 
munist supply routes in North Vietnam, 
destroying 15 trucks as they moved 
south toward the battlefront. 


In a delayed report, the Air Force 


announced an F4 Phantom jet "ap- 
parently crashed-due to unknown 
causes" while on a flight from its base in 
Thailand to Da Nang Air Base Nov. 28. 
The two crewmen were listed as miss- 
ing-South Vietnamese marines and 
paratroopers have been inching north 
to retake territory lost in the early days 
of the Communist invasion in Airil. But 
monsoon weather has brought the drive 
in Quang Tri Province almost to a 
standstill.

Council of Churches taking steps 
to reorganize faltering body 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) — America's 


biggest ecumenical enterprise, the Na- 
tional Council of Churches, today takes 
up a sweeping reorganization blueprint 
aimed at making it more effective in 
what it admits is a stormy era. 


Delegates to the council's ninth—and 


probably last — triennial general as- 
sembly take up the plan today, hoping to 
stimulate wider participation and create 
more efficiency and greater repon- 
siveness to grassroots viewpoints. 


Dr. Edwin Espy, the council's general 


secretary, said the objective is "a new 
style and a new organization" that will 
be "more obedient to the will of God and 
more responsive to the needs as the 
people themselves feel them." 


This has been a chronic problem of 


the council, a cooperative body of most 
major Protestant and Orthodox 
denominations, whose stands on con- 
troversial social issues often have been 
decried by rank-and-file members as 
not representing them. 


The proposed overhaul plan, 


abolishing the assembly and tightening 
up lines of control by church represen- 
tatives on a new governing board, also 
would initiate closer liaison with 
regional and local groups. 


As the five-day meeting went into its 


first day of deliberations, NCC 
President Dr. Cynthia Wedel told the 
approximately 2,000 church represen- 
tatives that interdenominational 
cooperation was gaining strength, des- 
pite new difficulties. 


"The very fact that all ecumenical 


schemes and organizations are being 
challenged and criticized and changed 
is evidence of life and concern and 
commitment." she said. 


The council includes 33 denomina- 


tions totalling about 
43 million 


members. Its assembly opened Sunday 
night with a stirring worship service, 
featuring new hymns, banners and a 
modern-dance interpretation of Jesus' 
command, "Follow me." 


Dr. Wedel, a Washington, D. C., 


Episcopalian who is concluding her 
three-year term as council president, 
noted a "dire prediction" when she took 
over that she was becoming captain of a 
doomed Titanic. 


But she said interdenominational 


cooperation has increased and the 
reorganization plan would make the 
council "a stronger, more flexible and 
more effective agent of joint thought 
and action."

Barbiturate abuse called 
worse than suspected 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The extent 


and tragic effects of barbiturates abuse 
are not generally known to the 
American public, a Senate panel said 
today in calling for tighter controls on 
production and distribution of barbi- 
turates. 


Substantial 
quantities 
of 
barbi- 


turates, most 
commonly used 
as 


tranquilizers and sleeping pills, "are 
finding their way into the illicit 
market," the Senate 
juvenile 


delinquency subcommittee said. 


"Diversion occurs at every level of the 


drug production-distribution system, 
from bulk and dosage from manufac- 
turers, from wholesalers, from retail 
pharmacies, and from physicians," it 
said. 


The subcommittee's report, made 


public by Chairman Birch Bayh, D-Ind., 
called barbiturate abuse "a substantial 
public health problem and an ever 
increasing concern of law enforcement 
officials." 


It said that "even casual, intermittent 


abuse, particularly if combined with use 
of alcohol, exposes an individual to 
possible death by overdose." 


"Moderate to chronic levels of barbi- 


turate abuse produce more severe 
withdrawal symptoms than heroin ad- 
diction and can be deadly," it added. 


"Many doctors believe that barbiturate 
addiction is even more difficult to cure 
than heroin addiction." 


The report was based on a lengthy 


investigation during which 40 witnesses 
testified. 


It said that heavy use of barbiturates 


frequently is associated with violent 
behavior. 


"Witness after witness emphasized 


the often violent character of the bar- 
biturate abuser," the subcommittee 
said. 


The report said that between 500,000 


to one million Americans have been 
estimated to be barbiturate addicts. 


The subcommittee urged action on 


legislation Bayh has introduced to sub- 
ject certain kinds of barbiturates to 
production quotas, stricter distribution 
controls, and more stringent import and 
export regulations.

second time CBS has been forced to 
drop planned coverage of a game from 
the stadium since technicians struck the 
network Nov. 3. The JetsiWashington 
Redskins game was blacked out by cut 
cables Nov. 5. 


The Jets management said it "ins- 


tructed CBS" to drop coverage of the 
game after about 200 unionized ticket 
sellers, ushers and other workers 
refused to enter the stadium because of 
th'e presence of a nonunion CBS crew. 


CBS spokesmen said the Jets could 


only "request" a cancellation and that 
the network made the decision after a 
repair crew tracing a disabled line 
became involved in a physical en- 
counter with 30 to 35 men outside the 
press box. 


In an on-the-air statement, CBS did 


not accuse the union of sabotage but 
said the game was canceled because of 
violence and destruction of equipment 
"in support of the strike against CBS by 
Local 1212 of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers." 


Police said two nonstriking CBS 


employes later filed complaints claim- 
ing that an unidentified group of males 
had "shoved and abused" them. No 
arrests were made.
